On land an operative, working on a tele- 
phane on Nanking Road was said to have been 
killed by an electric shock and fell tothe 
ground, whence he was removed to the Fearon 


Road Mortuary -pending an inquiry by the 


reveral natives were brought out from the 
débris, dead. Mr... Kronenberg. was driving 
along the Bund when his pony.took [right and 
bolted, breaking the shatts of the carriage. |, 
The fatter ‘was completely. wrecked. In bis: 
wild career the pony collided wi l.two tickshas,: 
dragging one along with it for a considerabledis- 
tance. Both’ wheels of thecarriage were wrench- 
ed off, the splash ‘board and the two shafts 
broken. The pony was unhurt, except for the 
severe shock. . ‘The mafoo wis slightly. injured. 
Thetwo rickshas,which wereprivate ones, were 
badly damaged. : ’ 
At the tear of 25,.N. Honan’ Road thice 
Chinese houses collapsed at 1 pan. through 
the weight of water on the roof. Several in- 
inates were buried till they were rescued by 
Mr. Lutkie and other toreiga usighbours. 

On the Soochow Creek near the Garden 
Bridge a Chinese gunboat capsized. It was 
said the crew were, however, saved and the 
mandarin in command was also- picked up: 
In Ningpo Road the roof was lifted off two

Szechuen, Road.‘ everal trees were vprooted 
con the Bund, in the Public Garden and in 
Hongkew Park. In this connection it was 
observed that the; cunger and more recently 
planted trees stood the fury of the blast better 
than the ofdertrees. The stats were overturned 
and ‘several fadies and ‘ainahs rushing home 
from these places were knocked “down, by the 
gale, No casualties, however, froin this source | 
| are reported. : : 

In the Louza district, as elsewhere, the wind 
was responsible for more damage than the 
lightning. Some hall a dozen houses collapsed 
here arid,the roofs were lifled off others. . In 
several, purtionsof the walls were blown down. 
There were no casualties as far as we can 
ascestain. Three or four natives were slightly. 
bruised and injured, but nol seriously cnough 
to warrant their going to hospital, ei 

‘The varicus maisheds throughout the Settle 
ment were campletely wrecked. The large one 
inthe Astor Honse Garden was razed to the 
ground and the recently erecied one in front of 
Union Church was scattered about Soochaw 
“Road, On the rivera P. & O. boat was reported 
to have collided with a dredger. The accident 
was not, however, attended with any loss of life. 
In Tsungming Road the walls of four houses,. 
from the eaved to the flooring, collapsed along 
a space of some forty-five feet. A chimney was 
blown down with great force in Hodne Road and 
narrowly missed striking acrowd of natives hurry: 
ing past. Several rickshas were overturnedin the 
various partso/ the Settlement and the occupants 
thtbwn-out and slightly injured. The streets 
and compotinds were pleatifully strewn with 
pieces of broken glass from the doors and 
windows smashed in by the force of the wind 
or banged to before the occupants could close 
them. In this connection we are informed that 
some reprehensible foreign’ children broke. 
every pane of glass in Messrs. Ward, Probst 
and Co.'s godows in Chaoufoong Road, num- 
bers of their missiles being found inside,

A» briefly reported in oup telegram columns 
last week,a dispatch fronf Hangchow reporis 
that Mr. Shén, district ‘magistrate of Hsin- 
chénghs: en, waa murdered by the Secret So- 
ciety men upon’ the capture of that city on the 
goth ultimo, and that the insurgenis not only 
‘burned down A Protestant church in Bung- 
chiichén, three miles arse distant from Hsin- 
chénghsien but nearly destrayed a small Ko- 
Tnan Catholic church in ‘that market town ‘aleo,, 
The native prstor of the Protestant church for- 
tunately escaped in disguise, but six converts 
are reported (o have been done to death by the, 
insurgents. The main body cf the insurgents 
are said to be composed of disbanded soldiers, 
who had been dismissed owing to the reorgani- 
sition of the provincial, troops accarding to 
modern foreign methods.
